The State of New Hampshire 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Sugar Hill, in the 
County of Grafton, and the State of New Hampshire, 
qualified to vote in town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Carolina Crapo 
Memorial School, Sugar Hill, N. H. Tuesday the Ninth 
day of March, 1965 A.D. at seven-thirty o’clock in the 
afternoon, to act upon the following articles: 


Article 1 To choose a Town Clerk, a Selectman for a 
term of thiee years, a Town Treasurer, a Collector of Taxes, 
an Auditor, an Overseer of Public Welfare, a Library 
Trustee for a term of three years, a Road Agent, a Constable 
and any other elective officers for the coming year. 


Article 2 To see if the Town will vote to establish the 
Town Officers salaries as follows, - Chairman of Selectmen, 
$300.00; Each of the other Selectmen $200.00; Treasurer 
$200.00; Town Clerk, $200.00; Tax Collector $300.00; 
Overseer of Public Welfare $25.00; Auditor $25.00; Modei- 
ator $50.00. Salaries to be in effect until changed by 
future vote. 


Article 3 To raise such sums of money as may be 
necessary to defray town charges and make appropriations 
of the same as set forth in the following budget:

Article 4. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate $2,000.00 for the Sugar Hill Fire Department. 


Article 5. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $500.00 to be expended by the 
Fire Department for the purpose of excavating a new 
water hole or maintaining others. 


Article 6. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to borrow money in anticipation of taxes and 
to determine the amount. 


Article 7. To see if the Town will direct a discount of 
one percent (1%) to be made to those persons who shall 
pay their taxes within a period of three (3) weeks from the 
date the tax rate is approved by the Tax Commission. 


Article 8. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Tax Collector to accept partial payments of taxes on ac- 
count. 


Article 9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of fifteen hundred dollars ($1,500.00) 
for the purpose of constructing a new highway garage. 


Article 10. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of Two Thousand Five Hundred 
dollars ($2,500.00) for the purpose of new highway de- 
partment equipment, including a new truck and a one 
man sander. 


Article 11. To see if the Town will vote to participate in 
the Urban Planning Assistance Program; and to see if the 
Town will vote to reappropriate $3,000.00 of unused 1964 
funds intended for property mapping and to raise and 
appropriate a supplementary $1,000.00, to make up a total 


of $4,000.00 for the Town’s share of the Urban Planning 
Assistance Program, with provision that if this cannot be 


done through any reason, the above funds shall revert to 
the General Fund. 


Article 12. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to appoint the Highway Agent under the 
provisions of R.S.A. 245:6, said appointment to begin in 
1966.

Article 14. To hear reports of Committees previously 
chosen and pass any votes in relation thereto and to see if 
the Town will vote to instruct the Moderator to appoint 
such committees as seem to be necessary. 


Article 15. To transact any other business that may 
legally come before the meeting.

“FROM THE SELECTMEN’S POINT OF VIEW” 


Our sticky problems began this year with mud in April— 
We have yet to come up with a solution to our road prob- 
lems. Hard surfacing will eliminate the mud, but the 
horse riders, and we have quite a few, take a dim view of 
hard surfaced roads, and with good reason. 


Gravel, gravel and more giavel will do the trick, but the 
5 to 10 mile haul is expensive and time consuming. We 
have searched for a source of gravel closer, but to no avail 
as yet. Crushed rock would also answer, and Lord knows 
in Sugar Hill we have inexhaustible supplies of rocks, but 
crushing them is much more expensive than the gravel 
haul, although it could be done faster. 


To add to the problem, the speed of traffic seems to 
increase in geometric proportion to the relative smoothness 
of the roads, and speeds in excess of the statutory limit of 
35 m.p.h. on town roads is highly destructive of a smooth 
eravel surface. About all we can say is that we are working 
on it. 


Delinquency is an increasing summer problem which 
we mention with reluctance. Happily, few, if any, of our 
own youths seem to be involved as yet. This seems to be 
a thing which creeps a little further out into the “sticks” 
each year.Right now we seem to be just on the fringe, and 
the problem is small, but we feel that more people should 
be aware that there is a problem here and now. 


It does little good to hide our heads in the sand like the 
proverbial ostrich, hoping that this will go away. We need 
to work together for a solution before it gets worse. 


The revaluation by the Tax Commission was finished in 
October. We would be less than honest if we said that all 
were happy with the results. ‘The explosions were sur- 
prisingly few, but the echoes are still reverberating around 
the hills. 
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The whole job was quite unique in that the part of the 
town which is in Lisbon Town School District was re- 
valued in 1963 through the Town of Lisbon. Please bear 
in mind the fact that none of these 1963 valuations were 
changed in 1964, except in the case of mistakes, and those 
who reside in that district (including all three selectmen) 
have paid taxes on the new valuations for two years. 


The few disagreements which are left will be resolved 
this year by the Tax Commissioners. 


We will now step to the outer edge of the limb (sans saw) 
and state that in general the Board of Selectmen is satisfied 
with the appraisal. We feel that it was about as fair, 
impartial and equal as this kind of thing can ever be. 


In the long run, we feel it will be in the best interests of 
the town. (A side benefit was that the rocks weren’t 
aimed at us this year.) 


We are asking for an increased appropriation for the 
dump this year and a sum for construction of a new high- 
way garage.We plan to combine locations and operations 
in an effort to come up with a satisfactory solution to this 
problem. 


The Planning Board has been quite active this past year. 
They have met with representatives of the State Planning 
Board and various private firms. ‘They have an article 
in the warrant which we hope will be adopted. We sat in 
on many of their meetings and we are absolutely in accord 
with their recommendations. 


Our figures show that over the past three years newly 
taxable property has increased by about three per cent of 
the total valuation per year. This can’t be called explosive 
growth, by any stretch of imagination, but the trend is 
definitely upward. All present factors indicate that the 
trend will continue and may well increase in rate. We 
feel that it is highly urgent that plans be made to anticipate 
some of our future problems before they are upon us. 
Let’s not be like ‘“‘Topsy,” who “just growed.”’ 
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The town’s financial standing continues to improve at 
just about our predicted rate. The balance sheet shows 
another large decrease in net debt and, barring dire disas- 
ter, it will be on the plus side next year. 


The budget we are presenting this year is slightly 
lower than last year’s, which is somewhat unusual in these 
days of ever-increasing government expenses. We urge 
those of you who vote at the annual meeting not to increase 
it. If you need an example of skyrocketing government 
expenses, check the County Tax in the last three budgets. 
It has gone up by some 12 to 14 per cent each year. School 
costs seem to increase inevitably and, combined with the 
yearly County Tax increase, over which we have no 
control, the selectmen find themselves in an increasingly 
tight squeeze in their determined efforts to reverse the 
trend of upward taxes. Sooner or later some other govern- 
mental division is going to have to try as hard as we are. 
They seem to be under the spell of Parkinson’s third 
law, which states that ‘Costs will always rise to meet 
income.” 


In any small town the blame for rising taxes inevitably 
comes to rest, justly or unjustly, on the selectmen. 
We are not a little weary of this attitude, which is the 
reason for all the above arm-waving, shouting and finger- 
pointing. 


The time has come to draw the line and hold it on some- 
thing else besides our hard-pressed Town Tax rate.

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Report of Planning Board 


The Sugar Hill Planning Board was appointed by your 
selectmen shortly after last year’s town meeting. Following 
its appointment, the Board held a series of meetings; the 
first were in consultation with the State of New Hamp- 
shire Department of Resources and Economic Develop- 
ment, to determine the general requirements of town 
planning, and the extent and conditions under which 
federal financing could be secured. 


At the next several meetings planning consultant firms 
were interviewed. ‘The firm of Hans Klunder Associates 
was selected. 


This firm has submitted to us a proposed comprehensive 
planning program and an estimate for this of $12,000.00. 
We are eligible under the Urban Planning Assistance 
Program for a federal grant of $8,000.00, or 2/3 of the cost. 


At last year’s meeting, we raised $3,000.00 for mapping. 
These funds were not expended. By voting in favor of 
Article 11 to raise $1,000.00 we will have the necessary 
funds to proceed. The Sugar Hill comprehensive master 
plan will include base maps suitable for tax mapping. We 
recommend your vote in favor of this article. 


Please note that voting in favor of Article 11 does not 
bind the town to a plan, it merely enables us to prepare a 
plan. Please also note that the federal funds are a grant, 
not a loan. 


Your Planning Board represents all of the people of 
Sugar Hill, and is working towards the best interests of 
the townspeople as a whole. We will appreciate your 
suggestions, criticisms and ideas.

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Report of the Forest Fire Warden 
and Your District Chief 


The 1964 forest fire season surpassed the record year of 
1963 in both length and severity. For the second succes- 
Sive year, we experienced a rainfall defieciency of more 
than ten inches and the compounding of such drought 
conditions, together with the many days of strong, dry 
winds, characterized 1964 as one of the most hazardous 
years in the past half century. Although our fire season was 
three weeks longer than that of 1963, the number of fires 
showed only a slight increase and more remarkable was the 
fact that the area burned dropped from 2280 acres in 1963 to 
900 acres in 1964. Early detection and rapid response 
kept many potential fire disasters from becoming reality. 
We all owe a debt of gratitude to the men in this community 
who responded and fought our fires so efficiently. Our 
state is now 86% wooded and its economy - both industrial 
and recreational - is greatly dependent on this forest re- 
source. The responsibility for adequate fire protection 
of this great area - 4,350,000 acres - is everyone’s responsi- 
bility and prevention is one of our most effective tools. 

Prevention is good common sense. 

1. Take your rubbish to the town dump. If you must 
burn, obtain a permit and watch your fire until it is 
dead out. 

2. Instruct your children in fire safety. Keep matches 
from young children. Explain to them the dangers of 
lighting matches and making outdoor fires. 

3. Be sure discarded smoking material and matches 
are out. 

A major portion of our preventable fires this year are 
chargeable to three causes: (1) permit fires allowed to 
escape; (2) children playing with matches; and (3) smokers. 
Let’s be mindful of the fact that all such fires endanger 
property and lives. 

We wish to thank you for your very fine cooperation 
during the past fire season and with your continued co- 
operation we are confident that we can improve our fire 
record in 19665.
